The infurgents 
of A r siszo, publiilied the followinganfwer to 
£hat Proclamation, which they 
addrefTed 
to Rivani, the Prefident of the Government 
of Florence* 
u T h e French Government, diTciplined 
in the art of conquering provinces and king­ 
doms by the means of perfidy, fattion, and 
intrigue, are enraged and difmayed at be­ 
holding the extent, 
and confequently the 
formidable attitude of the infurre£Vi»n.— 
They are far, however, from being willing 
to awake from the flattering dream which 
induces them to imagine that they can fcat- 
ter and diffolvc it by a meer fheet of paper. 
Fatigued neither by holding out threats at 
one time and offers of pardon at another ; 
confounded by the fliame of drawing back, 
and flirinking with fear, after the boaflful 
publication of thclr terrific Proclamations, 
they endeavour to convert you into an in- 
ftrument for enforcing the perfuafion that 
they are fincerely difpofed to adopt meafures 
of mildnefs and moderation, but who is un­ 
acquainted and unprovoked by the infidious 
language, the fallacious policy of the French 
Miniflers and their fatallites ? 
This gra­ 
cious pardon they hold out d<ies not flow 
from the goodnefs of their heart, but is ex ­ 
torted by the imperious neceflity of the mo­ 
ment. 
W hen Rufco fell back on St. Qui- 
rico, he marched againi\ Arezzo by tfrcTer 
of that braggard Macdonald, who in his

guilty than at prtfent in his imagination ?

Are 
they not the very men who, though they 
feemed to hold the name of impoiltions in 
execration, defpoiled notwithflading al! the 
wealth of the public treafuries ; gathered 
up all the money of the flate, aud enriched 
themfelves with 
the plunder of all the 
Churches ; who ftule or put into reqaifition 
all the horfes, and carried off all the provi- 
fions, under the pretext of maintaining a 
body of troops for the protection of the 
ftate ; and that from perfons who fo far 
from wiihing for any connection with the 
French, would, on the contrary, have given 
all ihey poiTeffcd, that they might never fee 
them, except,

¿tize as iofurgenti, among, whom, however, 


are to be found plenty and tranqmlity, bit!** 
lings wholly unknown to the cities and pro» 
vinces that have admitted within their bo- 
fom thofe dcfolating mongers.

Tulcan people, who have been thus lulled

H E French, during their flay in Tuf- 
cany, iffued a variety of Proclama­ 
tions againft the lnfurgents lone of them in 
particular held out a pardon to thofe who 
fhould lay down their arms. 
T h t infurgents 
of Ar ezzo, publifhed the following anfwer to 
^hat Proclamation, which they 
addrefftd 
to Rivani, the Prcfident of the Government 
of Florence. 
“ The French Government, dilciplined 
in the art of conquering provinces and king­ 
doms by the means of pet tidy, t’a&ion, and 
intrigue, are enraged and difmaycd at be- 
holding the extent, 
and eonfequcntly the 
formidable attitude of the infurreflion.— 
They are far, however, from being willing 
to awake from the flattering dream which 
induces them to imagine that they tan Chat­ 
ter and diffolvc it by a mecr (beet of paper. 
Fatigued neither by holding out threats at 
one time and offers of pardon at another ; 
confounded by the flume of drawing hack, 
and flirinking with fear, after the boatful 
publication of their terrific Proclamations, 
they endeavour to convert you into an in- 
ftrument for enforcing the perfuaflon that 
they are fincerely difpofed to adopt meafures 
o f mildnels and moderation, bul who is un­ 
acquainted and unprovoked by the infidious 
language, the fallacious policy of the French 
M tinders and their fatal lites ? 
This gra­ 
cious pardon they hold out does not flow 
from the goodneis of thtir heart, but is e x ­ 
torted by the tm peri oui neceflity of the mo­ 
ment. 
When Rufco fell back on St. Q u i­ 
nce, he marched againft Arezzo by cmTer 
ot that braggard Macdonald, who in his 
imagination already lacked 
and 
ravaged 
every town, and reared in their room Tome 
romantic pyramids. 
Were we the 1 more 
guilty than at prtfent in his imag nation ? 
T h e retreat of that General and the pacific 
offers that are now addrclfcd to us are not 
fo much d ilated by emotions of fenfibility, 
as by the difafters and defeats which they 
have luftained in different parts of Italy, 
and particularly on the confiueiof Tufcany. 
Thefc virtuous Frenchmen, whom you re­ 
present as to concerned at our misfortunes, 
and fo anxious to fraternize with us as to 
have employed the intervention of the M i ­ 
lliners ot the Gofpel to Allicit our return 
from what they call our fatal error, are 
they not the very fame who have fpread 
deflation all oyer Enrope ; who have every 
were perfected religion, and 
loaded it 
with feoffs and fcorns ; who have reduced 
unfortunte Tufcany to the lowed ebb of 
diftrefs by mifery and famine ; are they not 
the very men who applauded the docility of 
the good natured Lufcan people, becaufe 
they imagined that by fuch hollow flattery 
they might more furely undo them ? 
Arc 
they not the very men who, though they 
Teemed to hold the name of impolitions in 
execration, defpoiled notwithftading all the 
wealth of the public treafuriei ; gathered 
up all the money of the flite, aud enriched 
themfelves with 
the plunder of all the 
Churches ; who ftole or put into requifltion 
all the herfes, and carried off all the provi- 
flons, under the pretext of maintaining a 
body of troops for the protection of the 
date ; and that from perfons who fo far 
from wilting tor any connection with the 
French, would, on the contrary, have given 
all they poffcffed, that they might never fee 
them, except, 
perhaps, a 
few dcfperate 
wretches, who looked forward to the French 
for protection and employment ? Are they 
not the very men, who, providing oi ly for 
their own fafety, and regardlefs of that of 
others, have difarmcd, by one order, the 
whole of Tufcany ; and after having poffef- 
fed themfelves of all the arms, fold them 
afterwards at a low rate, under the eyes of 
their very owners ? Are they not the very 
men, who, having nothing at heart or in 
view* but plunderand robbery, expofetsf.de 
all the furniture, the houfcs and the lands of 
the inhabitants, and who are ready even to 
fell their blood, did there exift a nation fo 
bafe and perfidious as their own, with w hom 
they might contract f o n t ? The pardon, 
therefore, which they offer, proceeds merely 
from the defire to afflict with the fame mi­ 
fery and deflation thole whom theyfligma- 
^tize as iofurgents, among, whom, however, 


are to be found ptenty and tranquility, hur­ 
lings wholly unknown to the cities and pro­ 
vinces that have admitted within their bo- 
lom thofe d e fla tin g monflers. 
Let the 
I ulcan people, who have been thus lulled 
with the promife of Sovereignty, carefully 
confider the Hate of mifery unto which they 
are reduced ; let them compare it with that 
of the Lombards, the Neapolitans, the Ro­ 
mans, who have allowed themfelves tobe in­ 
veigled by limilar promotes.

Your rage would have burd out 
againft them from the very moment of their 
arrival, had not th* bell of Princes and of 
Fathers repreffcd your icfcntment and ar­ 
i l l e d your avenging arm.

tions the moment the beloved Frrdinand 
was tearing himfelf from your embrace—
